The green-backed geographies that we 
carried into the little red schoolhouses 
Stated in, the bland way peculiar to 
text-books that ‘Jacques Cartier dis- 
covered Canada for tae Fréneh in 
1625." Perhaps he did, if the little 
Strip on the Atlantic seaboard that h-» 
touched was really and truly Canada. 

Juan Peres and Juan de Fuea and 
the other Spanish Juans and dons m 


their turn ‘‘discovered’”’ the, western 
eoast of the Canadian confederacy, 
But when it comes to Alberta, big, 


breezy, buoyant, beckoning Alberta, it 
Was neither Spanish count ner Freneh 
no-account that was Columbus here. 
The man who “discovered’’ these roll- 
ing mesas, fat with feeund lwrvests 
yet to be, was the American farmer 
from the south of that invisible paral- 
lel where the eagle perches and makes 
amorous eyes at the beaver. 
Quek’ to Seize “Good Thing’ 

The American knows a good thing 
when he and seizes a good 
thing when he knows it, Somehow 
the mind-of the American seems to ret 
quicker than that of his Canadian or 
British brother of the blood. While 
jurists and demagogues and “Con- 
stant Reader” and “Pro Patria’ and 
“Lex” and “Pro Bono Publico’’ are 
writing lurid letters to the yellow 
press about the danger of Canada’s be 
ing ennexed by the United States, the 
annexation of Alberta at the hands of 
individual Americans is going on wy 
joyous jumps. 

Of the inflowing population into 
western Canada fully 40 per cent is 
American ,of the inflowing capital 80 
per cent eomes from the states to the 
south. It is computed that the whole 
population of Alberta one out of every 
Jour adult persons is American born, 
end that 75 per cent of the realty iv 
the city of Calgary belongs to Ameri- 
cans, 

* Wonder Province, Large as France. 

Alberta is a wonder province, as 
largecas Pranee, larger than Germany, 
twice the size of Great Britain, 709 
niles long, with an average width of 
280 niles. This is the most eosmopoli- 
tan corner of the world, with the most 
diversified and picturesque interests, 

Down in the south of the province 1s 
the Cardston-Magrath country, a sec- 
tion of Mormon come-outers from Utah 
who gtow’ Sugar beets and multiply 
atter their kind; beyond the rolling 
foothills the province includes to the 
west a geodly slice of the Rockies, 
where at the town of Frank has been 
built the largest zine smelter in the 
world: ‘ 

Away up where the sixtieth parallel 
marks the northerly limit of the prov- 
ince we have an inexhaustible mine cf 
salt which has supplied the whole 
north of the map for 200 years, a salt 
bed where the world’s one remaining 
herd of, wild buffalo, dodging the gray 
wolvesY come’ down to the shores fo 
wallow. 

Far to the Top of the Map. 

Fort Smith is built on this northern 
boundary, and when we are here we 
are on exactly the same parallel as 
St. Petersburg, and &t, Petersburg 
seems pretty near to the top of Eu- 
rope’s map. Yet the writer last sum- 
mer traveled from Fort Smith due 
northwestward for 1,200 long miles be- 
fore the Aretic was reached, and all 
this 1,200-mile cross section of rich 
hinterland is tributary to this magni- 
ficent province, 

Alberta is big. It covers an area of 
162,000,000 acres, of which enonmous 
area 200.000 acres are under cultiva- 
tion, that is, less than one per cent. 
The uerthérn part o!f the province lies 
in the latitude of the British Isles, 
Poland 2nd Deumark, while the south- 
ern portion: is cut by the same paral- 
lels ws France and Austro-Hungary. 
Alberta has the greatest continuous 
area of winter wheat land of all the 
proyitees or states in North America, 
with 2,900 miles of railways completed 
or under construction; she has 1,400 
miles of government-owned telephone 
lines, being the pioneer in the public 
operation ond ownership of teleyhones 
in Canada. 

‘Railroad Policy |s: Vigorous. 

her vigorous railway policy of the 
province is evidéericed in her recent de- 
cision to guarantee the bonds of the 
Canadian Northern for branch lines on 
the province to settlements now with- 
out transportation facilities. This i+ 
the railway that has grown at the rate 
of a mile a day for eleven years. 

In southern Alberta the biggest irri- 
gation project on the continent is now 
under construction by the Canadian 
Pacifie; and 200 miles to the north 
metropolitan Edmonton, on the banks 
of the silver Saskatchewan, draws 
golden treasure {rom wheat and mixed 
farming to the west, east and south, 
whlie the worn north trails of the 
trapper earry into her back door 
$1,500,000 worth of fur every year. 

Alberta bas 40,000 farms, 200,000 
sheep, 1,090,000 cattle and over 280,000 
high-bred horses, and this province re- 
ceived the first prize for winter wheat 
against the world at the Portland fair. 
Her wheat and her cattle have earned 
for this lush land the double title 
“The Bread Basket of Britain’ and 
“the Sirloin of Canada.” 

Schoo! Facilities Are Ample. | 

A Chicago man the other day said: 
“1 would like to live in that part of 
the world, but I don't want to take my 
children where there are no sehools.” 
That man would be surprised to learn 
that the Province of Alberta, which 
has been a real live province for bare- 
ly three years, maintains over 900 tree 
public schools; the first session of ‘its 
first legislature passed an enabling 
act for a university, and amid verve 
and virile hope this university opened 
its doors last autumn,

through overcautiousness, inexperi+ 
ence or fatal lack of faith in them- 
selves and their heritage, they let the 
whole rich thing lie fallow till the 
American came along with pick im 
wend. pluck in heart and the Stake 
speere phrese in hie mouth, ‘1, your 
glass, will modestly diseover to your- 
s elf that of yourself you know not of.” 
The developme?t of the drama was 
of the short order line. The American 
possessed faith firet, and before one 
could well. say “Jack Robinson" ce 
possessed the feast of fat things. 

Tt was British Columbia mines that 
upbuilt Northport, Spokane and other 
contiguous American towns, just as it 
was the development of the Canadian 
Yukon that gave Seattle her first vig 
substantial spurt. The Seattle spirlt 
is, “We get what we go after; would 
that we Canadians had more of it. 

Coal Resources of Crow's Nest. 

In the midst of this American ag- 
crandizement it is a matter of satis 
faction to all publie-spirited Cana- 
diane to know that our own people 
were the ones to profit by the wealth 
of the. Crow’s Nest. 

The Crow’s Nest Pass Coal Company 
was incorporated in 18987 with a capi- 
tal of $6,000°000, aid in 1897-8 shares 
were seld- in the open market at 30 


cents. Those shares. are now worth 
$185 each, and American and British 
geologists tell us that there is coal 


enough in Crow’soNest and the adja- 
cent hills to supply the world for four 
conturies, 

If we had a degree of insight would 
we not burn ¢@al and oil for the next 
decade and coddle up our forests? It 
takes a long time to grow a 350-foot 
Douglas fir; and the wood pulp needed 
for “Buster Brown” and our oth or 
friemls of the eoniic supplement is de- 
pleting to ignoble use on bath sides 
of the boundary many a lordly forest. 

Natural Gas Near Medicine Mat. 

During the present month the larg- 
est flow of natural gas in Canada has 
been strauek on Bow Island, near Medi- 
cine Hat. Everyone in the United 
States knows where Medicine Hat is 
the mugh-maligned town where they 
make the weather. And, by the way. 
if you Wave any facetious remarks to 
make about the weather, do it while 
you are playing safely in your own 
back yard protected by Uncle Sam’s 
striped ensign; Medicine Hatters are 
more sensitve about their weather than 
a young boy donning his first long 
trousets or caught surreptitionsly 
athered for hig first shave. 

What is there in the air of Alberta, 
in the attitude of the people, in the 
rich dower of nature’s good gifts, in 
the buoyant feeling of optimism ev- 
erywhere that marks it out to tourist 
end investor from every other western 
province or state? We must find one 
reason for all. this in the significant 
ixet that thus far there has been no 
failure of any-of her natural resourees, 
Aiborta has made good, 

Nature Lavish in Her Giftsy 

The man who has gone in for cattle, 
or wheat, or coal, or mixed farming, 
or beet growing, has found a surplus 
end declared a dividend, and every 
day discovers some new gift dropped 
from the lap of Mother Nature, or 
tucked awnhy accessible in her apron 
pocket. 

And now Alberta has struck oil. 
there is not reason why oil should not 
have been struck a decade ago, for the 
indications by springs and seepages 
have Deen there from the beginning, 
to be “read of all men.” Oil experts 
tell us that we are about to see the 
history of Pennsylvania repeated ‘n 
Alberta; as a Canadian I strongly 
want to see Canadians conserve the 
controlling interest in this to our own 
people. 2 

The question is, Who is going to 
own this, who are to beeome the oil 
king- of Alberta’ Some one said once« 
“The only nation that didn’t discover 
America wes the Scotch, but then the 
Scotch never discover anything; they 
wait till somebody else diseovers it, 
und ihen they go in and take poeses- 
sion, 

The whole history of Western Can- 
nda shows us the American rather 
than the Scot in this rele. Are we 
going to lev the Americans gobble up
